But Mistakes if Made Should 
Be Correct^ By the 
, Officers. 



The Tobacco Growers' Protective 
aRKOciation has its trust enemies. 
They will take advantage of associa- 
tion (lisatfections and profit by them. 
/ Tobacco growers need not be told of 
fk the benefits of organization. With' 
out organization they are at the 
mercy of a (yjnsciencelestt trust. 
While the association has made grie- 
vous mistakes, it has also brought 
blessings to the whole country, 
would be a great disaster at this 
tme for the association to dissolve 
i^but some other medium to take 
its place, and if we cannot success- 
fully manage the association, how 
can we successfully manage any oth- 
er society? For more than two years 
we have been in travail as have oth- 
er organizations of like objects, and 
now, when we have the victory 
over the association's greatest ^nd 
strongest enemy, we fall out among 
ourselves over a few mistakes in 
^ management that can and should be 
immediately remedied. About half 
of the 1907 crop in this county 
mains unsold and to break away 
from the ranks now would mean dis- 
aster to many of our people who 
have been patiently waitin>f for tliei 
olii crop to sell.. If the new crop i 
J held off the market, the rcmaimle 
^ of the old crop I will find buyep in 
the near future. But if the associa- 
tion members break away, no one 
can for^ee the results. 
' Public gatherings in the county or 

out of it can never change the con- 
ditions of our tobacco now in the 
' Kuttawa storage house. The pass 
P ing of long resolutions of complaint 
i and scattering; them broadcast over 
the sountry magnifies our local trou- 
bles which we can and ought to quiet- 
ly remedy among ourselves. 

We believe the association has 
made the mistake all along, of priz- 
i ing all of its holdings into hogsheads 
the same way, thus rendering .so-ne 
desirable types unfit for the market 
to which they should go, but the 
proper way to adjust this maU':>r 
'vould be for us to natne a eomniitlee 
of our most substantial and influen- 
tial members with our county chair- 
41 man, to go before the executive 
' • board at Guthrie and present the 
I complaint in a spirit of fraternity. 
I But instead of this some of our mem- 
mL I.era met in Kuttawa and Lamasco, 
" followed up by similar meetings in 
i ( aldwell and Christian counties, and 
adopted resolutions in a feeling of

The coanty committee 
and local prizers have made miatakes 
which ought never to be rejieated. , 
One prizer ought to hamile the en- 
tire county. He ought to provide 
himself with a suitable house to or 
der and r6-dry tobacco— the associa- 
tion house is wholly unfit for this 
work. 

The prizing contract ought to be 
carefully drawn and rigidly enforc- 
ed and his bond ought to cover all 
losses sustained by reason of dam- 
aged tobacco that damages after be- 
ing received by hiro. The county and 
executive committee ought to make 
reports at least fjvery month to all 
the members and have same publish-, 
''ed in every county in the dark tobac- 
co district, besides having the stor- 
age houseman to promptly comniu 
icate every sale and accompany ev- 
ery sale with check covering amount 
to the owner of the tobacco sold 
The prizer ought to price each crop 
as nearly to itself as classes and 
qualities will permit so returns 
owners will come in as large amounts 
as possible. The county committee 
and executive board ought to take 
the membership more into their con- 
fidence, hold open meetings, inviting 
a number of members to attend the 
meetings and exchange ideas and 
cultivate feelings of friendship and 
confidence. 

The prizer or storer ought to be 
able to finance the county and make 
substantial advances on tobacco de- 
liveries, for by so doing he becomes 
interested in the preservation of the 
tobacco in hogsheads. The associa- 
tion house can be used for a storage 
house, provided the roof is repaired. 
A competent nian must be given the 
prizing contract or our tobacco will 
go out of the county to some other 
prizing house. Favoritism without 
merit cannot prevail and ought not. 
Let the county committee cease crit- 
icising the membership and perform 
the duties to which they were elect- 
ed. Men in authority in the associa- 
tion must ke.^p oven tempers and be 
level heiided. They were picked for 
theif fitness and they should feel du- 
ty bound to do their very best. It 
is an honor to be selected to manage 
such an immense enterprise as the 
association. It's true, they are work- 
ing without compensation, but if 
they feel that they cannot make the 
sacrifice of time necessafy to do 
things well, then resign and allow 
some one else to assume the duties. 
Prove yourselves worthy the confi- 
dence of every member of the asso- 
ciation and lead the people out of 
the wilderness. No true member of 
the association will now line up with 
our former enemies. When mem- 
bers of the association give expres- 
sion to sentiments of dissatisfaction 
they will soon find the enemies of the 
organization giving them approval. 
Tnis alone ought to be enough to 
cause any member to cease his mut- 
terings and c<trry his grievance be- 
fore the proper association authori- 
ties. And, FINALLY, WHAT 
SHALL WE DO? 

Shall we disregard our association 
pledges and break away from tWe 
organization? Will we violate the 
law of our state by selling our tobac- 
co to independent buyers and bring 
upon ourselves indictments and law- 
suits innumerable? Will independ- 
ent buyers attempt to buy our 1908 
crop of tobacco when such a thing 
would be an open violation of law? 
We are members of an organization 
backed up by state laws and we can- 
not with impunity disregard our 
pledges. We ought not if we could. 
We cannot if we would. Oar 1908 
crop is pledge^ and wamost stand 
or fall by that pledge. We have 
stood out for more than a year. 
Other sections of , the state have 
stood it more than two years with- 
out aelliing. From now on our sales 
will come annually and conditions 
will improve if we remain loyal and 
correct our miatekei.— Lyon (Jounty 
Herald.
